_- In oar former notice of the book “baoriag tho, 
foregoing title wo tried to show that Mr. Little 
had ‘produced a work’ of “more;than ordinary 
‘merit. Feoling' this, we cannot but regrot the 
appearance of one or two slight blemishes (as 
they appear to a critio who is on tho alert for 
rany shorteomings), and we would venture to 
submit the following notes to the author's notice 
in the kindliest spirit, in the hopo that the noxt-| 
edition may see the defects remediod. : 
Mr, Little 1s ovidently s nan of refined taste 
and feeling. Moro than once we have noted in 
the margin of his book—* Such conduct ia vem- 
mondable, and_conduoive to: future good re- 
Jntions between foreigner and native.” ‘Thus 
(p. 62) he pities and relieves a wretchod boatman, 
(p. 155) xefasea to sanction 9 claim whiok his 
captain moles on unjust grounde, arid (p. 160) 
insists upon the propor yayriont of press.mon. 
‘He recognizes the amiability of soma mission- 
ary friends (p. 214), and pitios the membera of 
the China Tnlend Mission (p. 235}, but does the 
talasfonaries ‘an injustige by thrice referring to 
the zebel chief Hung-sit-chuen (pp. 2, 136, 308), 
and the Tal-ping rebellion, and putting the 
whole thing down to. “(tho unnecessary aggtes- 
siveness of the missionaries.” After this it was 
scarcely necessary that he should. tell the reader 
(p. 54) how little be " appreciates their work,”
